m orning with the crew of the steamer Lo­ 
renzo I). Baker from Jam aica for Boston 
wiih fruit. 
The Baker was burned at sea. 
The Boston F ruit Comp any states that the 
cargo of the steamer Baker was valued at not 
less than $10,000 on which there is an insur­ 
ance of $5,000. 
The vessel was insured for 
$50,000. 
Cap tain W iley, of the Baker, re­ 
p orts: " We left Port Antonio July 10 with 
a cargo of bananas for Boston and had six 
cabin p assengeis. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Simes, of 
Dundee, Scotland; Josiah Dillon, of Iowa; 
Lorenzo I). Baker, Jr., of W elltleet, Mass.; 
Jerem iah O’Callaglian and Jerem iah C.O’Cal 
laghan, of Boston; 
Ernest 
B. Thvng, of 
L \nn; Lawrence Jansen and Peter Snxfield. 
sailors, who were working their p assage, and 
19 officers and crew. 
W e had fair, smooth 
w ater up to the evening of Julv 15 [the day 
of the disaster], when we were in latitude 
38°, 15 110 1 th, longitude 09 , ’49. A t this time 
a fresh gale from the south-west set in, caus­ 
ing the ship to roll some, but not severely. 
At m idnight there was an alarm of fire. 
I went out on deck and saw the engine room 


111 a blaze. 
I ordered the hose on but the en­ 
gineer could not get at the p ump s. 
Then I 
ordered the lire buckets and alarm ed the p as­ 
sengers and ordered the boats swung out. By 
this time the flames had burst through the 
top of the engine room and the starboard 
boat was 0 11 fire. 
W e swung out the p ort 
boat and lowered it to the rail.

ing tlie p ainter had let go when he saw the 
disaster, so that the boat was near us.

the ship which had drifted about halt a mile 
away. 
It bad been 20 minuti s from the time 
of lowering the boat until we were in it 
again. 
W e p ut away for the steamer and 
when about lmlf way to it we fell in with a 
raft having eight p ersons on it.

Some time was consumed with the raft and 
we were a mile from the wreck when we

From him we learned that he had gone into 
the small boat and that four sailors and 
two firemen were left on hoard the steamer, 
they having been cut off from the boats by 
the fire.

between us and the ship was increasing, but 
still, as the wind and sea would p erm it we 
struggled to get to the wreck. T he forenoon 
was p assing away when to our joy we saw a 
schooner bearing down on the ship .

soon safely aboard the vessel, which p roved 
to be the Franklin. 
It had taken five men 
from a sp ar alongside the steamer.

edge. 
We found that the small boat and 25 
out of 27 souls on the steam er had been 
saved.

The Boston Fruit Company states that the 
cargo of the steamer Baker was valued at not 
less than $10.000 on which there is au insur­ 
ance of $5,000. 
The vessel was insured for 
$50,000. 
Captain Wiley, of the Baker, re­ 
ports: " We left Port Antonio July 10 with 
a cargo of bananas for Boston and had six 
cabin passengeis. 
Mrs. Elizabeth ¡Simes, of 
Dundee, Scotland; Josiah Dillon, of Iowa; 
Lorenzo I). Baker, Jr., of Wellfloet, Mass.; 
Jerem iah O’Callnghan and Jerem iah C.O’Cal 
laghan, of Boston; 
Ernest 
B. Thvng, of 
L \nn; Lawrence Jansen and Peter Saxfield, 
sailors, who were working their passage, and 
19 officers and crew. 
We had tair, smooth 
water up to the evening of Ju ly 15 [the (lav 
of the disaster], when we were in latitude 
38°, 15 noitli, longitude 69°, '49. A t this time 
a fresh gale from the south-west set in, caus­ 
ing tlie ship to roll some, hut not severely. 
At m idnight there was an alarm of tire. 
I went out on deck and saw the engine-room 
in a blaze. 
I ordered the hose on hut the en­ 
gineer could not get at the pumps. 
Then I 
ordered the lire buckets and alarmed the pas­ 
sengers and ordered the boats swung out. By 
this time the llames had burst through the 
top of the engine room aud tlie starboard 
boat was on tire. 
We swung out the port 
boat and lowered it to the rail.

mt took tiie passengers in, and looked for 
the ship which had drifted about half a mile 
away. 
It had been 20 minuh s from the time 
of lowering the boat until we were in it 
again. 
W e put away for the steamer and 
when about half way to it we fell in with a 
raft having eight persons on it. 
We took 
all from the raft into the boat. 
The wind 
ad now increased and tlie sea was high. 
Some time was consumed with the raft and 
we were a mile from tlie wreck when we 
again

for 
it. 
A fter 
rowing 
some

From him we learned that he had gone into 
the small boat and that tour sailors and 
two firemen were left on hoard the steamer, 
they having been cut off from the boats by 
the fire. 

We 
now found, to our sorrow, that the distance 
between us and the ship was increasing, hut 
still, as the wind and sea would permit we 
struggled to get to the wreck. The forenoon 
was passing away when to our joy we saw a 
schooner hearing down on the ship.

duct o f a w inter’s eat eh by o ne man.

in this lo cality, one o f Hit! wildest iu N ew 
Eng land, that a bare headed and hare-footed 
child o f tw o years and nine mouths was 
lost. 
The father and mother were at wo rk two 
miles from hom e in another directio n that 
day. 
T hey were at once alarmed, and the 
entire fam ily set o ut upon the search before 
the nig ht closed in. 
A mile and a half from 
the hoti^e the little 
footprints

child's bare feet in the mud by the roadside 
were found, and that was the o nly trace o f 
him discoverable.

CONSTITUTION MAKING. 


North Dakota appears to have com e out 
ahead of the other new states in constitution 
making. 
The ablest constitutional lawyers 
in the nation were called into consultation 
and the result i- the production o f an instru 
incut which will prob.ahlv 1r* adopted with 
very few changes. 
The judicial system ap 
pears to lx- based on that of N ew -Y ork Th 
popular branch of the Legislature, called the 
House of Representatives, is to consist of not 
less than 75 nor more than 120 members, cae 
county being entitled to at least one Rcpre 
sentative. 
The number of Senators is to be 
not less than one-third nor more than one 
half the number o f Representatives. 
The 
term of the Senators is to lie four years 
though at the first election one-half the num 
licr w ill lie chosen for two years, in order that 
hereafter an equal number may lie chosen r 
alternating biennial elections. 
A two-thirds 
vote of the members is required to ove 
ride the Governor’s veto, and the Governor 
given five days to consider a bill. 
N o for 
cigner is to vote until tw o years after he has 
declared his intention to become a citizen 
and the voter, native or foreign, must be aide 
to read the Declaration of Independence 
The questions of prohibition and liquor li 
cense are left to the Legislature. 
There were 55 counties in North Dakota at 
the last election, seventeen of which were 
unorganized and did not cast a vote. 
W hen 
these are all constructed and sub-divided for 
smaller and more convenient size, the ques­ 
tion of representation in the popular branch 
is not likely to turn upon an "enum eration.” 
North Dakota will in a few years have as 
many counties as Representatives. 


A TW O-THIRDS LEGISLATURE. 


There is another «¡rand contest w hich can lie 
w aged successfully this fall. 
It is entirely w ithin 
the ruuire of probability, that a two-third R epubli­ 
can vote, in both houses, will he obtained.

T h e F r e e m a n suggested the possibility of 
a two thirds majority in the Legislature im­ 
mediately after the veto of the high license 
bill. 
Other Republican 
newspapers 
are 
grasping the truth, anil the c ampnign is to 
be fought with this purpose foremost. 
Ul­ 
ster county will do her part. 
She will elect 
a Republican in the second district, which 
was lost last fall by a plurality of only 5 on 
Assembly, while Gen. Harrison carried it by 
159 and Warner Miller by 72.

Emil Bonahatel, not quite three years old. 
followed his brothers from the house a short 
distance down the road into the timber, 
where they were going on their business of 
charcoal making. 
He was sent back, pre­ 
sumably followed them again later, disap­ 
peared. and nothing was known of his where­ 
abouts until long afterward. 
\ t 5 p . m . his brothers returned and in­ 
quiry was made at once for little Emil. 
As 
he had occasionally gone with them before, 
his sister, the only one of the family remain­ 
ing at home for the day, supposed he had 
been with them. 
To the horror of all it was 
reported that they had seen nothing of him! 
The child had been lost sight of for nine 
hours. 
T he Bonahatels live on the top of the Ta 
conic range, near the line, 
between 
Mount 
W ashington, Mass.. and Salisbury. Coon. It 
is densely wooded and sparsely inhabited for 
miles in every direction. 
The town of 
Mount W ashington iiself contains neither 
doctor, lawyer nor miuisier, 
so few are its 
citizens. 
Salisbury, the nearest village on 
the Connecticut side of the line, is seven 
miles away overa rough mountain road, with 
teep clim b in many a place. 
The woods 
are the home of wild-cals, foxes and occa­ 
sional wolves, who m ight readily molest 
child wandering in those wilds. 
The writer 
aw a pile of 48 such pelts brought down 
from tliat region a few weeks ago, the pro­ 
duct of a winter’s catch by one man. 
It was 
in this locality, one of the wildest in New 
England, that a bare-headed and hare-footed 
child of tw o years and nine months was 
lost. 
The father and mother were at work two 
m iles from home in another direction that 
day. 
They were at once alarmed, and the 
entire fam ily set out upon the search before 
the night closed in. 
A mile and a half from 
the house the little footprints made by 
child’s bare feet in the mud by the roadside 
were found, and that was the only trace of 
him discoverable. 
All night through 
the 
fam ily sought for him with lanterns. 
They 
had no neighlxirs and so were alone in tin 
search. It had rained steadily from the morn 
ing. and at night it poured in torrents. What 
might Ix eome of a child chilled through with 
a storm at night ? 
Their anxiety increased 
with every hour. 
The following day fifty men were enlisted 
in the search. 
The rain continued, and a cold 
dreary mist hung upon the mountains, uiak 
ing many a strong man numb with the cold 
and wet. 
The woods were searched in every 
quarter without discovering a single trace 
further. 
All night, too, the lanterns were in 
use*. 
Preparations were made for dragging 
certain of the mountain ponds into which the 
child might have fallen. 
The third day opened with 300 men in the 
field. 
By this time the news had spread to 
many settlements, and the road wus lined 
with wagons that had brought searching pur 
ties. 
The pathetic appearance of that ago 
nized father and mother touched every heart 
“ I am a poor m an.” said M. Bonahatel 
“ hut I would rather have my little boy than 
ten thousand dollars.” 
The mother could 
only walk the room in distress, utterly fagged 
out 
with 
grief 
and 
exhaustion. 
The 
rain 
still 
continued, 
and 
a 
hi_ 
wind accompanied it. 
The mist hid every 
object 20 feet away. 
Every road and clear 
ing was m inutely searched. 
Men plunged in 
lo swamps that hardly a w ild cat even could 
penetrate. 
Several of the parties lost them 
selves, aud had to clim b trees to find thei 
w ay out. 
The third day closed with all hope 
abandoned of finding the child alive. 
The 
only thought now was of discovering the 
bony and relieving the agony of the parents 
who were well nigh dying themselves of sus 
pense and sleeplessness. 
The fourth day opened with sunshine for 
the first lim e. 
The mist rolled away at 10 
o ’clock. 
Five hundred men were now assem 
bled. 
Txtng lines of searchers. 10 feet apart 
were formed, and every foot of ground w as 
minutely insjiecied. 
The patty 
satisfie 
themselves that the child could not possibly 
be in the territory thus gone over. 
The feel 
lug was general that day that the l>ody would 
now Ik? found, no hope being entertained ths 
the boy could have survived the storm und 
hunger for three days. 
On the afternoon of this day two men 
from Salisbury, Martin Harris and Samuel 
Rossiter, were making an independent scare 
on the side of Rear Mountain. 
With a light 
bucklKtard 
wagon they plunged into the 
wood cart paths that led down into Salisbury 
Vulley. 
Both were experienced woodsmen 
and knew every foot o f the ground. 
Bear 
Mountain is the highest land in the state of 
Connecticut (2,354 feet), aud is aside from 
where the main body were searching, ln?in 
also in another direction from where the foo 
prints were seen. 
About 1 o’clock Rossiter 
thought he discovered somethin* moving 
down the bed of a stream. 
It almost took 
his breath away, ou com ing nearer, to make 
out the figure of a child, 
it was the lost 
b o y ! 
Choked with emotion Rossiter uttered 
cry. 
Evidently the unusual noise frightened 
the little fellow , for he threw up his hands 
and started on a run. 
Rossiter, now tlior 
oughly excited, ran after him, calling to him 
that he would lake him to his “ papa,” and 
finally captured the little fellow , more wild 
with joy than the discoverer of the Kohl 
noor. 
The boy’s limbs were swollen with the 
rain, resembling parboiled flesh; his clothes 
were torn almost away; 
his 
flesh 
was 
scratched with many a thorn. 
His fingers 
were sucked to a point, in his childish eager 
ness for food. 
How he ever lived through 
those chilly nights, all unprotected as he was 
with only a bush for roof aud a root for 
pillow, will never Ik? known. 
Traces of 
leaves were found in his mouth, and he said 
himself that he ate them. 
He may possibly 
also have found May apples in his rambles 
and lived upon them. 
The place of his dis 
covery was two miles from his home. 
As soon as Rossiter held him in his arms 
a shout was raised, and in a few moments the 
cry rang through all the mountains; 
“ The 
boy is found!” 
Every man passed the word 
on to his neighbor within hearing distance 
and then made a break for the Ixiy’s house 
where they knew he would be nrought. . 
One man said of his partner: 
“ He had 
just told me he was so tired tlmt he could not 
go another foot when we heard the shout, 
‘ The boy is found.’ 
That tired-out man im 
mediately started on the dead run. 
He 
cleared bushes, logs aud rocks on the jump 


I had all I could do to keep him in sight, let 
atone keep up with him. 
He ran like a star- 
tlid deer, and he never drew up t U he landed 
w ith a spring on the Bonahatels’ porch.” 
One of the searching party said of the scene 
that followed: “ 1 was on the main road 
b u rn in g to the Bonahatels’ when a runner 
dashed Through us on his way to inform the 
mother. 
H is face was purple: his tongue 
hanging out. 
He stopped at none of our in­ 
quiries. 
Every man and horse followed him, 
and he beat us all. 
When he reached the 
c ibin he had but just strength enough left to 
gasp out the fact, the boy is safe, aod then 
staggered and fell. 
Soou after came tbe 
buckboani w ith the boy asleep in the old 
charcoal basket. 
Rossiter had taken off his 
own shirt and placed it on him. The mother 
could scarcelv contain herself as she clasped 
him to her heart. 
All the men soon gathered 
round. 
Everybody wanted to see the boy 
and hold him in his arm>. 
There were tears 
in their eyes and tears in their voices." 
Hardly less affecting was the arrival of the 
father. 
He was four miles away w hen the 
discovery was made, but the news was 
passed to him in a few minutes. 
He started 
for the house by the first wagon he found. 
He could not go fast enough. 
He caught his 
boy to his breast and walked up and dowu 
xclaim ing: "M y little boy is found! my lit­ 
tle boy is fou n d '” 
A royal “ three times three” was given by 
hundreds of voices, and then, as a further 
relief to their feelings the hat was passed for 
the boy's lienefit. 
The doctor was seut for 
from Salisbury, and food was sparingly 
given him, although he called for more piti­ 
fully. 
The next evening a mass m eeting of the 
citizens of Salisbury was held in the Town 
Hall, surpassing any demonstration known 
here even in a political campaign. 
T he Te 
I>eum was sung, a prayer of thanksgiving 
was oflered, and reports from the searching 
party were given. 
The enviable man who 
found him. The “ Stanley of Salisbury ” a< he 
was called, came forward, and amid cheers 
and tears related his experience. 
The boy'9 
father was present, and spoke affeclingly out 
of a full heart. 
He said the !>oy was now 
w ell and entirely recovered. 
A generous col­ 
lection was taken, to be put in the savings 
bank for the boy. 
Everybody eongratul.it d 
everybody else, and especially the father, w ho 
seemed to be holding a real reception. 
It re­ 
minded one of the occasion of old, when the 
good shepherd, after l>emg out among the 
mountains on a like search, gathered his 
friends and neighbors together, saying: “ Re 
juice w itlim e. f o r i have found my sheep 
which was lost.”

The chief difficulty in the way 
of such a scheme, and, indeed, of any co- 
ojurativt* effoit on tlie part of farm ers, is 
their well known indisposition—due largely 
to the nature of their occupation—to com­ 
bine for any purpose. 
The resignation of the Hev. G. D. B. Pep­ 
per ¡ts President of Colby University, in 
Maine, was accepted yesterday, and Profes­ 
sor Albion W. Small, Ph. I)., Professor of 
History at Collry since 1881, was unanim ous­ 
ly chosen President in his place. 
Dr. Pep­ 
per gave as the reason for his resignation his 
ill health. 
Professor Small is 35 years old, 
the youngest President the College has ever 
had, and the only graduate of the College 
who has held the Chair. 
He is a graduate of 
IN T O . 
He studied at Berlin anti Leipsic for 
two years, and in 1*81 was chosen Professor 
of History at Colby. 
Last year he got leave 
of absence and studied history and sociology 
at Johns Hopkins University, where he also 
instituted a class of graduates and under­ 
graduates in English and American history. 
He also lectured and preached in Baltimore 
atul Washington. 
The L o n d o n Timex says that at the annual 
congress of provincial learned societies at the 
Sorbonne, AL T urquan, of the Alinistry of 
Commerce, read a paper giving the results of 
a census of Frenchm en abroad, taken by the 
Consul. 
In 18(11 a more perfunctory census 
showed that 316,000 Frenchmen resided in 
foreign countries. 
In 188(1 the figures stood 
thus: Europe, 200,000; Africa, 30.000; Asia, 
15,000; 
North-Am erica, 
120,000; 
South- 
America, 40,000; Occatiica, 3,000; total, 408,- 
000. 
In Europe Switzerland stands first with 
54,000 Frenchm en, Belgium has 51,000, E ng­ 
land 26,000, Spain 17,000, and Italy 10,000. 
Flanders, the Pyrenees and the Mediterra- 
nean departm ents furnish the largest num ber 
of em igrants,Central France yielding scarcely 
any. 
A considerable proportion of the emi­ 
grants is made up of priests and nuns. 
A curious survival of the Middle Ages in 
Servia is the institution of “ Esnafs,” or 
guilds 
According to the latest British con­ 
sular report from that country, these Esnafs 
are guilds of the various trades which regu­ 
late the condition of apprentices and the priv­ 
ileges of master workmen. 
They ¡re inJi- 
pendent of Slate support, and are maintained 
by employes and workmen of the diilereut 
trades for the purpose of mutual support in 
labor and 
illness. 
Alonthly contributions 
are paid to the guild by the members, anti 
the funds collected are managed by an un­ 
paid committee, elected at a general meeting. 
Foieigners are allowed to join these guilds, 
arid tiie law enables them lo prevent w ork­ 
men who have not been enrolled from exer­ 
cising their calling. 
Two French scientists, AIM. Ilautefeuillc 
and Perrey, claim to be able to im itate em ­ 
eralds so successfully that the most practiced 
expert will fail to delect any difference be­ 
tween ihe artificial and the genuine stone. 
They make no m ystery of the process, which 
consists in “ fusing silex, aluminum and glu- 
cinc in certain proportions with tfaces of 
oxyde of chrom ium in the molybdatc acid of 
lithiue”—the m ixture to be kept at a heat of 
some 700° O. for 15 days. 
But tlie crystals 
are extremely m inute and, consequently, of 
no value. 
The town of Newcastle, England, has re-, 
cenlly been in a state of great excitem ent 
through the visit of “ Dr. Sequah,” a “ prairie 
flower 
medicine man. 
He was there for 
three weeks, and it ¡9 estimated that he sold 
$10,000 worth of medicine. 
At his farewell, 
in the largest hall in the City, the attendance 
was enormous, and when lie went out a 
crowd of men seized the vehicle containing 
his hand and lus Indians, and led it through 
the streets, headed by a workingman who had 
regained the use of liis limbs by Dr. Sequah’s 
treatment. 
Although repeated attem pts have been 
made to erect a monument to General Joseph 
W arren in Boston, the project is still unexe­ 
cuted. 
Cannon from which to cast a statue 
sent to that City by the General Government 
at W ashington have been lying on the spot 
proposed for the monument for several years. 
An appropriation to aid it lias passed one 
House of Congress. 
The place chosen is a 
square w hich‘seems to have been providenti­ 
ally set. apart for this purpose, directly op­ 
posite the house where W arren lived. 
Gran Guivera, ruins of an ancient city 
known to the Spanish explorers, has been 
again discovered by engineers of the El Paso 
& Mexican Hail way. 
The En g in eerin g Aeics 
says: “ They found the ruins of gigantic 
s t o n e buildings, built in a substantial manner, 
and one of them covered an area of four 
acres.” 
N o inconsiderable am ount of blood has 
been spilled during the erection of the Exlil- 
bition on the Champ de Mars. It is calculated 
that 300 workmen hurt their legs, 2l» 0 re­ 
ceived severe injuries in the eyes from pro­ 
jecting timbers or bars of iron, 114 were 
scalded or severely burned, aud oO had their 
fingers cut off. 
The deaths from falls are 
put down at 24.

an honest administration of the law.

mediate removal.

A meeting of farm ers recently at Fair 
Haven, Md., discussed the price of tobacco. 
It was stated that tobacco purchased in M ary­ 
land by the French Government for five cents 
a pound is sold in France at $1.42 per pound, 
aud the question suggested was whether a 
larger price Could not be obtained for the 
producer. 
No answer appears to have been 
found at the meeting, hut the Port Tobacco 
Times suggests the foiming of an association 
of tobacco planters, with the view of storing 
the entire crop in the State warehouses and 
holding it until a reasonable price is obtained. 
Planters who could not afford to wait for the 
sale of their consignments might be paid bv 
the association the m arket price with money 
boirowed upon the tobacco in the warehouses 
as security. 
The chief difficulty in tlie way 
of such a scheme, and, indeed, of any co­ 
operative effoit on the part of fanners, is 
their well-known indisposition—due largely 
to the nature of their occupation—to com­ 
bine for any purpose. 
The resignation of the Rev. G. D. B. Pep­ 
per as President of Colby University, in 
Maine, w-as accepted yesterday, and Profes­ 
sor Albion W. ¡Small, Ph. I)., Professor of 
History at Colbv since 1881, was unanim ous­ 
ly chosen President in his place. 
Dr. Pep­ 
per gave as the reason for his resignation his 
ill health. 
Professor Small is 35 years old, 
the youngest President the College has ever 
‘ ad, aud the only graduate of the College 
who has held the Chair.

In 1886 the figures stood 
bus: Europe, 200,000; Africa, 30.000; Asia, 
15,000; North-America, 
120,000; 
South- 
America, 40,000; Oceánica, 3,000; total, 408,- 
000. 
In Europe Switzerland stands first with 
54,000 Frenchmen, Belgium has 51,000, Eng­ 
land 26,000, Spain 17,000, and Italy 10,000. 
Flanders, the Pyrenees and the Mediterra- 
ian departments furnish the largest number 
of emigrants,Central France yielding scarcely 
any. 
A considerable proportion of the emi­ 
grants is made up of priests aud nuns. 
A curious survival of the Middle Ages in 
Servia is the institution of “ Esnafs,” or 
guilds 
According to the latest British con­ 
sular report from that country, these Esnafs 
are guilds of the various trades which regu­ 
late the condition of apprentices and the priv­ 
ileges of master workmen. They era indh- 
pendent of Slate support, and are maintained 
by employes and workmen of the different 
trades for the purpose of mutual support in 
labor and 
illness. 
Monthly contributions 
are paid to the guild by the members, and 
the funds collected are managed by an un­ 
paid committee, elected at a general meeting. 
Foieigners are allowed to join these guilds, 
smd the law enables them to preveut w ork­ 
men who have not been enrolled from exer­ 
cising their calling. 
Two French scientists, MM- HautefeuiUe 
nnd Rerrey, claim to be able to imitate em ­ 
eralds so successfully that the most practiced 
expert will fail to detect any difference be­ 
tween lhe artificial and the genuine stone. 
They make no m ystery of the process, which 
consists in “ fusing siiex, aluminum and glu- 
eine in certain proportions with tiaces of 
oxyde of chromium in the molybdate acid of 
lithiue”—the m ixture to be kept at a heat of 
some 700° C. for 15 days. 
But the crystals 
are extremely m inute and, consequently, of 
no value. 
The town of Newcastle, England, has re­
